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/"iUR  missionary  system  in  the 
^^  world  is  not  understood  by 
the  great  majority  of  people.  They 
seem  not  to  understand  that  ours  is 
a  good  will  service,  not  only  for 
non-Christians,  but  for  Christian 
people  as  well.  The  fact  is,  our 
message  is  mainly  for  those  who 
profess  belief  in  the  Saviour.  We 
have  always  admonished  our  friends 
to  hold  fast  to  the  truths  they  have, 
but  to  give  us  the  opportunity  of 
adding  to  their  store  of  spiritual 
knowledge  through  the  revelations 
that  have  come  in  this  dispensation 
of  time.  President  Hcber  J.  Grant 
put  it  this  way : 

"The  Missionaries  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
go  out  into  the  world — not  to  find 
fault,  but  to  say  to  our  Father's 
other  children  : 

Keep  all  the  good  that  you  have 
received,  keep  all  the  truth  that 
you  have  learned,  all  that  has  come 
to  you  in  your  homes,  in  your  in- 
stitutions of  learning,  under  your 
many  facilities  for  education,  keep 
it  all;  and  then  let  us  divide  with 
you  additional  truths  that  have  been 
revealed    by    our    Heavenly    Father

in  our  day." 

In  order  to  test  the  validity  of 
President  Grant's  statement,  four 
questions  demand  an  answer: 

1.  Does  mankind  need  the  gospel 
message? 

2.  Do  we  have  something  to  offer 
the  great  Christian  Churches? 

3.  Do  we  come  with  authority  to 
preach  and  act  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ? 

4.  What  has  been  the  result  of 
missionary  work  in  the  world? 

Let  us  deal  with  each  of  these 
questions  briefly:  Does  mankind 
need  our  message? 

The  answer  is  unequivocally  Yes. 
There  is  in  every  human  breast  the 
desire  to  worship.  Unfortunately 
many  kill  their  spiritual  inclinations 
before  they  have  opportunity  to 
develop  and  grow. 

There  are  many  thousands  of 
people  in  the  Christian  nations   of 


the  world  who  do  not  know  how  to 
worship.  They  do  not  have  oppor- 
tunity to  give  full  expression  to  that 
innate  desire  to  worship  and  look 
up  to  the  superior  power. 

Today,  more  than  ever  before,  we 
have  men  of  great  learning.  With 
all  their  acquiring  of  knowledge 
scientifically,  mankind  remains  in 
ignorance  spiritually.  They  do  need 
our  message — they  need  an  intro- 
duction to  the  Prophet  of  the  Lord, 
someone  who  can  speak  for  the 
Saviour  and  say  "Thus  sayeth  the 
Lord." 

One  of  England's  prominent  men 
wrote : 

"We  all  recognise  that  something 
has  got  to  be  done,  for  at  the 
moment  we  are  in  a  plight  where 
our  earthly  leaders  falter,  our  people 
drift  and  die.  We  cannot  forget  that 
when  the  blind  set  out  to  lead  the 
blind,    chances   are    that    both    will 
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find  themselves  in  a  ditch.  A  dic- 
tator being  out  of  the  question,  what 
about  a  prophet?  The  prophet  never 
is  self-appointed.  It  is  well  to  keep 
that  in  mind.  Nor  is  he  chosen  of 
his  fellows.  Always  he  is  heaven- 
sent; yet  I  am  cheered  at  the 
thought  that  he  has  the 
knack  of  appearing  at  the  right 
time.  That  being  so,  I  incline  to  the 
belief  that  our  prophet  must  surely 
be  getting  ready  for  us.  Let  us  not 
forget  that;  hope  and  pray  as  we 
will  for  his  coming.  Men  have  an 
old  habit  of  greeting  the  true 
prophet  with  stones.  We  need  not  be 
surprised  if  an  old-fashioned  wel- 
come awaits  the  prophet  of  our  day. 
No  one  can  say  when  such  a 
prophet  will  come,  but  of  our  need 
of  him  there  is  no  question." 

Our  next  question :  Do  we  have 
something  to  offer  the  old  and 
established  churches? 

Our  message  is  a  call  for  unity — 
there  is  only  one  way  back  into  the 
Kingdom  of  our  Father  in  Heaven. 
Frequently  we  hear  this  statement, 
"There  are  many  roads  leading  to 
Heaven,"  and  to  illustrate  a  practical 


In  addition  to  this  message  of 
unity  we  have  many  revealed  truths 
to  offer.  These  truths  were  lost  to 
the  world  many  years  ago,  and  since 
that  time  the  leaders  of  Christianity 
have  stumbled.  For  example,  I 
would  like  to  refer  to  a  series  of 
articles  appearing  in  the  Sunday 
edition  of  the  Cape  Argus  under 
the  caption,  "Is  There  Life  After 
Death?"  Among  the  twelve  articles 
written  the  following  statement 
seems  to  be  representative.  The 
author  is  Christopher  Hallis : 

"//  there  is  another  world,  why  is 
there  no  certain  evidence  of  commu- 
nications between  that  other  world 
and  this? 

"If  we  do  survive;  what  is  it  that 
survives?  Our  present  physical 
bodies  manifestly  do  not  survive.  If 
the  soul  survives,  what  does  that 
mean?  What  is  the  soul  without  the 
body?  In  what  sense  is  my  soul  with- 
out my  body,  me? 

"So  the  argument  is  balanced,  and 
though  confident  assertions  may  be 
made  on  either  side,  the  truth  is  that 
no  one  who  relies  only  on  his  own 
speculation  can  feel  sure  either  of 
survival  or  of  extinction.  We  live  in

example  is  used  such  as:  there  are 
many  roads  leading  to  Johannes- 
burg. You  can  start  from  any 
number  of  towns  throughout  the 
Union  and  travel  to  Johannesburg 
on  a  different  road,  and  each  will 
eventually  get  you  there.  This  seems 
to  be  good  reasoning,  but  there  is 
something  wrong.  A  better  example 
would  be.  "How  many  ways  are 
there  to  grow  a  peach?"  The  answer 
is  one,  and  so  it  is  with  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  there  is  only  one 
way  to  life  eternal. 

It  should  be  remembered  that 
heaven  is  not  only  a  place,  but  a 
condition.  The  Saviour  outlined  the 
condition  when  He  said,  "Be  ye 
therefore  perfect,  even  as  your 
Father  in  Heaven  is  perfect."  How 
do  we  get  on  this  road?  The  plan  is 
simple — "Faith,  repentance,  baptism, 
and  the  laying  on  of  hands  for  the 
Holy  Ghost." 


uncertainty. 

Contrast  this  with  a  statement 
recently  made  by  President  David 
O.  McKay: 

"Prove  it  as  a  fact  and  it  is,  that 
Christ  did  appear  after  death  as  a 
glorified  resurrected  being,  and  you 
have  the  answer  to  the  question  of 
the  ages:  'If  a  man  die,  shall  he  live 
again?' 

"Thus  my  dear  fellow  workers 
and  my  friends  in  the  world,  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  stands  with  Peter,  with 
Paul,  with  James,  and  with  all  the 
other  Apostles  in  accepting  the 
resurrection  not  only  as  being 
literally  true,  but  also  as  the  consum- 
mation of  Christ's  divine  mission  on 
earth." 

Yes,  we  do  have  many  truths  to 
add  to  Christian  concepts. 

In  answer  to  our  third  question 
"Do    we    come    with    authority    to 
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preach  and  act  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ?"  I  would  first  like  to  refer 
you  to  an  article  appearing  in  the 
Daily  Mail  Johannesburg.  The 
writer  accuses  Christianity  of  self- 
imposed  authority: 

"Religion,  like  old  Father  Time, 
is  slogging  on  heavily  behind,  trying 
to  exert  a  restraining  pull  on  the 
reins  of  modern  progress,  but  fast 
falling  by  the  way. 

"The  once  solid  pillars  of  the  fear 
of  retribution,  instilled  in  the  illite- 
rate peoples  of  some  hundreds  of 
years  ago,  are  now  crumbling  away 
under  the  surge  of  modern  progress 
and  the  ever-increasing  exposure  of 
what  millions  have  been  led  to 
believe  by  the  few. 

"The  new  threat  of  emerging 
generations  who  can  think  for  them- 
selves is  a  real  and  unsettling 
problem  for  the  protagonist  of  a 
religion  that  is  a  lovely,  but  ethereal, 
fairy  story. 

"The  fundamental  difference  be- 
tween the  Christian  and  the  agnostic 
is  that  the  former  is  bound  by  self- 
imposed  spiritual  chains,  while  the 
latter  is  absolutely  unfettered." 

The  Christian  world  needs  the 
voice  of  authority.  The  Priesthood 
of  God  is  here  and  every  bearer  can 
trace  his  line  of  authority  back  to 
the  Saviour.  We  bear  solmn  testi- 
mony to  the  world  that  only  through 
this  Priesthood  can  man  officiate  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  This 
authority  is  not  self  imposed.  It  is 
of  God. 

Our  last  question  can  best  be 
answered  by  you,  the  members  of 
our  mission.  You  are  living  testi- 
monies of  what  missionary  service 
has  accomplished. 

The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  as 
taught  by  the  "Mormon"  Mission- 
aries is  designed  to  overcome  evil.  It 
is  a  practical  approach  to  the  weak- 
nesses of  the  flesh.  Its  lofty  ideals 
and  concepts  will  add  immeasure- 
ably  to  any  creed,  philosophy  or 
religion  in  the  world.  Without  it 
man  will  continue  to  stumble  and  to 
a  large  extent  bring  about  a  chaotic 
condition. 

The  key  to  the  entire  situation  is 
represented  in  the  words  of  the 
Saviour : 

"Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me, 
Lord,    Lord,    shall    enter    into    the 


Kingdom  of  Heaven,  but  he  that 
doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which 
is  in   Heaven."  (Matt.   7:21.) 

As  a  closing  thought  I  bring  you 
a  warning  issued  by  South  Africa's 
leading  church.  This  is  taken  from 
a  recent  issue  of  Cape  Times: 

"Increasing  immorality  was  a 
danger  to  Western  civilization  and 
had  brought  the  church  to  its  knees, 
Dr.  T.  N.  Hanekom,  a  prominent 
Dutch  Reformed  leader  and  Acting 
Editor  of  the  Kerkbode,  said  in  an 
interview  yesterday. 

"It  was  no  good  calling  on  the 
State  or  police  to  fight  immorality 
where  the  church  appeared  to  have 
failed. 

"It  is  a  terrible  experience  for  the 
church,  and  we  feel  that  something 
substantial  must  be  done  to  fight 
this  evil.  If  a  reform  against  it  must 
start  in  society,  it  must  be  started 
by  the  church. 

"He  partly  blamed  "unhealthy" 
literature  and  periodicals  for  break- 
ing down  moral  barriers,  which  had 
been  a  "great  help"  to  previous 
generations. 

"Immorality  is  embarrassing  soci- 
ety to  such  an  extent  today  that  not 
one  person  can  stand  aloof  from  the 
position. 

"The  present  time  could  not  be 
regarded  as  a  period  of  high  moral 
standards. 

Looking  at  the  position  as  an 
historian,  I  would  say  that  the 
present  moral  decline  should  be 
regarded  as  a  dangerous  warning. 
Throughout  the  history  of  the 
world,  extremely  low  morals  have 
always  preceded  the  collapse  of 
empires  and  civilizations." 

There  can  be  no  question  about 
the  seriousness  of  this  problem. 
Unfortunately  the  Christian  Chur- 
ches of  the  world  have  offered  no 
solution,  neither  have  they  stemmed 
the  tide.  Wickedness  and  evil 
increase  year  by  year. 

We  submit  again  that  the  cause 
of  so  called  Mormonism  is  valid,  for 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  needed, 
we  do  have  a  vital  message,  the 
authority  to  act  for  God  has  been 
restored  and  many  thousands  who 
have  accepted  these  great  truths  are 
living  witnesses  that  the  missionary 
system  of  the  church  is  a  glorious 
good-will  service  to  mankind.

T>  RESIDENT  O.  Lay  ton  Alldredgc 
-*-  of  East  Mill  Creek  Stake  has 
been  appointed  by  the  First 
Presidency  as  the  new  president  of 
the  South  African  Mission  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints. 

He  will  succeed  President  Glen 
G.  Fisher  of  Alberta,  Canada,  who 
has  been  ably  presiding  over  this 
mission  the  past  three  years. 

President  Alldredge.  a  Salt  Lake 
contractor,  has  twice  lived  in  South 
Africa.  His  wife,  Hilda  Hubert 
Alldredge,  is  originally  from  this 
country.  He  first  came  to  South 
Africa  in  1927  as  a  missionary. 
During  that  period  he  served  as 
president  of  the  Transvaal  District 
before  returning  to  America  in  1930. 

Returning  to  South  Africa  in  1935, 
he  engaged  in  business  here  until 
1946  when  he  sold  his  interests  and 
returned  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

It  was  during  this  period  that  he 
met  his  wife,  who  was  living  in 
Johannesburg.  They  were  married  at 
Durban,  June  17,  1936,  and  three 
years  later  to  the  day  the 
marriage  was  solemnized  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple.  They  have  four 
children:  Rex,  a  senior  at  Olympus 
High  School  (graduates  this  Spring); 
Dianne,  attending  Wasatch  Junior 
High;  Layton  Jr.,  pupil  at  the 
Eastwood  School;  and  Carole  Ann. 
The  family  will  depart  for  South 
Africa  following  the  close  of  the 
school  year. 


President  Alldredge  has  presided 
over  the  East  Creek  Stake  since  the 
summer  of  1958.

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YOUR  QUESTION  ANSWERED

QUESTION: 

\  S  you  may  have  heard  we  have 
■^"*-  a  wonderful  family  here  who 
is  investigating  (he  gospel.  We  do 
not  have  missionaries  in  our  dis- 
trict; so  I  am  the  leather.  As  I  gave 
(hem  the  First  Principles  lesson 
last  night  we  came  across  a  question 
which  we  could  not  clarify.  They 
agreed  that  Christ  had  atoned  for 
Adam's  sin,  hut  then  they  asked  us 
to  explain  Psalms  51:5  which  says, 
"Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity; 
and  in  sin  did  my  mother  conceive 
me." 

ANSWER: 

The  question  you  have  asked 
concerning  Psalms  51:5  has  been 
brought  to  my  attention  a  number 
of  times.  We  realise  this  scripture 
seems  to  support  the  theory  of  ori- 
ginal sin,  but  a  careful  reading  of 
the  entire  chapter  reveals  that 
David  is  not  in  any  way  referring 
to  Adam's  sin.  David  is  pleading 
with  the  Lord  to  forgive  him  of  a 
crime  that  he  committed,  which  had 
to  do  with  the  weaknesses  of 
mortality  and  the  lusts  of  the  flesh. 
David  pleads  with  the  Lord  to 
cleanse  him  from  this  sin,  not  ori- 
ginal sin,  but  the  sin  of  adultery 
and  murder.  He  refers  to  this  sin 
that  he  had  committed  as  being 
shapen  in  iniquity  and  that  he  was 
conceived  and  borne  into  the  world 
a  sinful  person,  and  further,  into  a 
sinful  world.  I  recognise  that  this 
verse  may  be  a  little  confusing  as 
the  translators  believed  in  "original 
sin,"  we  cannot  in  any  way  con- 
clude that  David  had  any  thought 
save  only  of  his  own  personal  sin, 
and  certainly  his  words  cannot,  in 
justice,  be  universally  applied.  I  am 
quite  convinced  if  we  had  the  ori- 
ginal text,  this  verse  would  be  more 
easily  understood  and  would  por- 
tray, without  any  question,  the 
interpretation  I  have  given  you. 

Perhaps  the  following  statement 
by  one  of  the  Apostles  of  our 
church.  Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  will 
be  helpful  in  understanding  this 
passage.    President    Smith    discusses 


Psalms  51:5  and  says: 

"The  opening  verses  of  this 
Psalm  give  us  the  key  to  the  nature 
of  David's  remark,  they  are  as 
follows : 

'Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  God, 
according  to  thy  loving  kindness: 
according  unto  the  multitude  of  thy 
tender  mercies  blot  out  my  trans- 
gressions. 

"Wash  me  thoroughly  from  mine 
iniquity,  and  cleanse  me  from  my 
sin. 

'For  I  acknowledge  my  trans- 
gressions :  and  my  sin  is  ever  before 
me. 

'Against  thee,  thee  only,  have  I 
sinned,  and  done  this  evil  in  thy 
sight:  that  thou  mightest  be  justi- 
fied when  thou  speakest,  and  be 
clear  when   thou   judgest. 

'Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity: 
and  in  sin  did  my  mother  conceive 
me.' 

"In  the  midst  of  his  sorrow  he- 
cause  he  violated  the  moral  law,  he 
may  have  felt  his  sin  keenly  and 
in  this  manner  expressed  himself, 
hut  this  did  not  make  the  statement 
true  that  his  parents  were  guilty  of 
sin  and  that  he  partook  of  it  in  his 
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birth.  Let  it  be  remembered  also 
that  David  was  speaking  only  for 
and  of  himself,  and  that  his  words 
cannot  in  justice  be  universally 
applied. 

"Little  children  are  not  bom  in 
sin  when  their  parents  are  lawfully 
married.  The  first  commandment 
given  to  Adam  was  that  he  and  Eve 
should  multiply  and  fill  the  earth. 
After  the  flood  this  same  command- 
ment was  reiterated  and  was  re- 
quired of  Noah  and  his  posterity. 
To  declare  that  children  born  in 
lawful  wedlock  come  into  the  world 
through  a  sinful  act,  is  making  our 
Eternal  Father  guilty  of  command- 
ing that  a  sin  be  committed,  hence 
he  would  be  a  party  to  the  sin.  We 
read  that  our  Eternal  Father  is  just; 
he  cannot  lie,  and  that  his  words 
are  faithful  and  true.  Therefore  it 
is  contrary  to  all  that  has  been  re- 
vealed for  our  Father  to  command 
his  children  that  they  commit  a  sin 
in  bringing  children  into  the  world, 
and  you  are  justified  in  saying  that 
there  is  no  scripture  which  supports 
it. 

"It  is  a  false  doctrine  which 
prevails  in  the  world  that  children 
have  to  be  cleansed  from  original 
sin.  Those  who  teach  such  a  doc- 
trine fail  to  comprehend  the  nature 
of  the  atonement  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Adam  and  Eve  brought  death  into 
the  world  by  partaking  of  fruit 
which  was  forbidden,  this  act 
brought  death  upon  them,  and  their 
posterity  inherited  death  so  that  we 
all  have  to  die  some  time.  To  re- 
store mankind  to  life,  the  uniting 
again  of  the  spirit  with  the  body, 
thus  atoning  for  Adam's  transgres- 
sion, was  the  mission  of  Jesus 
Christ.  He  came  and  paid  that  debt 
and  through  his  sacrifice  on  the 
cross  he  has  redeemed  all  from 
death  and  has  given  them  the  gift 
of  the  resurrection.  The  posterity  of 
Adam  in  no  way  whatever  is  sub- 
ject to  original  sin  and  there  is  no 
act  required  of  them  to  cleanse 
them  from  such  a  sin. 

"The  Lord  has  informed  us  in 
very  positive  language  that  little 
children  are  not  under  the  penalty 
of  any  sin.  Even  should  their 
parents  be  guilty  that  does  not  place 
any  sin  on  the  soul  of  the  child.  It 


is  an  eternal  law  that  a  person  is 
to  be  punished  for  his  own  sins, 
and  not  for  the  transgressions  of 
others,  even  should  it  be  a  child's 
parents.  When  little  children  were 
brought  to  the  Lord  to  be  blessed, 
the  disciples  endeavoured  to  pre- 
vent them,  but  (he  Saviour  rebuked 
them  saying : 

'Suffer  little  children,  and  forbid 
them  not,  to  come  unto  me :  for  of 
such    is    the    Kingdom    of   Heaven." 
(Matt.    19:14.) 
and  again  : 

'Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Except  ye 
be  converted,  and  become  as  little 
children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven. 

"Whosoever  therefore  shall 
humble  himself  as  this  little  child, 
the  same  is  greatest  in  the  Kingdom 
of  Heaven. 

'But  whosoever  shall  offend  one 
such  little  child  in  my  name  re- 
ceiveth  me. 

'But  whosoever  shall  offend  one 
of  these  little  ones  which  believe  in 
me,  it  were  better  for  him  that  a 
millstone  were  hanged  about  his 
neck,  and  that  he  were  drowned  in 
the  depth  of  the  sea.'  (Ibid.  18:3-6). 

"These  passages  quoted  from 
Matthew  indicate  most  emphatically 
that  little  children  are  not  under 
the  cloud  of  sin.  The  Lord  made 
that  very  clear  in  a  revelation  to 
the  Church  given  May  6,  1833,  in 
Kirtland,  Ohio.  It  is  as  follows : 

'Little  children  cannot  repent; 
wherefore,  it  is  awful  wickedness  to 
deny  the  pure  mercies  of  God  unto 
them,  for  they  are  all  alive  in  him 
because  of  his  mercy. 

'And  he  that  saith  that  little 
children  need  baptism  denieth  the 
mercies  of  Christ,  and  setteth  at 
naught  the  atonement  of  him  and 
the  power  of  his  redemption. 

'Wo  unto  such,  for  they  are  in 
danger  of  death,  hell,  and  an  end- 
less torment.  I  speak  it  boldly;  God 
hath  commanded  me.  Listen  unto 
them  and  give  heed,  or  they  stand 
against  you  at  the  judgment  seat  of 
Christ.'   (Moroni   8:19-21). 

"In  regard  to  the  practice  in 
Israel  of  purification  of  mothers 
when    children   were    born   and   the

and  how  beautiful  and  inspiring  and 
encouraging  were  the  talks  given  by 
them,  and  how  we  treasured  these 
visits  and  their  love.  We  used  to 
invite  friends  and  neighbours  to  our 
evening  services,  and  one  evening 
we  had  an,  attendance  of  34. 

One  bitterly  cold  May  day,  as  cold 
as  only  Krugersdorp  can  get  with 
frozen  water  pipes,  a  quiet  and 
unforgettable  baptismal  service  was 
held  at  old  Ramah,  it  was  the  first 
from  our  little  group,  and  the  most 
wonderful  event  in  my  life.  In 
August  1944,  was  our  first  wedding 
from  Krugersdorp,  and  another 
milestone  in  my  life.  It  was  also  the 
last  wedding  performed  by  President 
Folland  in  this  country.  In  Novem- 
ber 1944,  I  left  Krugersdorp  and  the 
ties  I  had  formed  with  the  Saints, 
to  take  up  duties  as  Mrs.  Dan 
Cherrett,  and  to  work  with  President 
June  B.  Sharp  in  the  Mission  Office. 
This  faith  promoting  and  testimony 
building  experience  was  for  six 
months,  when  once  again  I  left 
Cape  Town  to  join  Brother  Dan  at 
his  Airforce  camp,  until  his  release 
from  active  service. 

I  remeber  we  were  on  a  visit  to 
the  Saints  in  Paarl,  when  President 
Sharp  told  me  he  was  sending 
Missionaries  to  labour  in  Krugers- 
dorp, where  Sister  Kewney  had  been 
so  faithfully  and  diligently  keeping 
her  Sunday  School  going  alone. 
How  eagerly  I  scanned  the  pages  of 
the  C.S.M.  for  news  of  baptisms, 
until  I  read  the  wonderful  news  that 
at  last  Krugersdorp  had  enough 
members  to  be  organised  into  a 
Branch,  with  Brother  Dave  Banfield 
as  Branch  President.  He  was 
followed  by  Brother  Deryck  V.  Vice, 
and  to  these  wonderful  men,  and  the 
missionaries  who  have  worked  so 
faithfully    and    tirelessly,    must    go 


the  credit  of  building  up  our 
Branch  from  a  few  members,  to  the 
present  membership  of  105.  The  pic- 
ture of  our  Branch  Sunday  School 
as  it  is  today  must  stir  our  feelings 
of  pride  in  our  Branch. 

In  1956,  after  3  years  in  South 
West  Africa,  the  Cherrett  family 
was  sent  back  to  the  Union,  settling 
in  Florida.  We  soon  learned  that  the 
members  of  this  area  were  attached 
to  the  Krugersdorp  Branch,  and  so 
a  circle  of  events  in,  my  life  had 
been  completed  after  a  lapse  of  14 
years.  I  remember  going  to  my  first 
Relief  Society  meeting  in  Krugers- 
dorp with  the  President,  Sister  Jo 
Sawyer.  She  told  me  we  would  be 
meeting  in  the  home  of  one  of  the 
Sisters,  and  as  she  drove  along  I 
noticed  something  very  familiar 
about  the  way  she  was  going,  and 
you  can  well  imagine  my  feelings 
when  she  stopped  at  the  old  familiar 
gate  of  No.  29  Victoria  Avenue,  and 
told  me  the  Sisters  were  meeting 
there.  I  was  back  in  the  old 
familiar  house  which  held  such 
wonderful  memories  of  our  meetings 
there  so  many  years  ago  when  we 
started  the  Krugersdorp  Sunday 
School.

offering  of  sacrifice  of  doves  took 
place,  it  should  be  remembered  that 
this  was  a  part  of  the  law  given  to 
Moses.  It  was  more  a  practice  of  a 
sanitary  nature,  not  the  cleansing 
of  the  mother  because  there  had 
been  committed  a  sin.  Your  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  fact  that  this 
practice  was  in  keeping  with  many 
other  ceremonies  which  belonged  to 
the  law  of  Moses  as  recorded  in 
the  books  of  Exodus  and  Leviticus. 
These  practices,  such  as  the  "puri- 
fication" of  a  mother  did  not  exist 


before  the  time  of  Moses  and  ended 
when  Christ  fulfilled  the  law.  We 
have  never  been  commanded  in  this 
day  to  revive  them. 

'But,  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that 
little  children  are  redeemed  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world  through 
mine   only   Begotten : 

'Wherefore,  they  cannot  sin,  for 
power  is  not  given  unto  Satan  to 
tempt  little  children,  until  they 
begin  to  become  accountable  before 
me.'  (D  &  C  29:46-57.)" 
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
